METAL SHORTAGE, 
-IN GERMANY IS 
STILL SERIOUS, 


Authorities 
Formed by Reports of Booty 
Captured 


LONDON June 6.—(British Admir- | 
ality per Wireless Press)-—The short- 
age of metals in Germany continues 
to give anxiety to the aftthorities | 
there. The demand does not seem 
to have been met by the capture of 
“booty,” about which so much has 
been said in the yerman commu- 
niques. The Germans appear to have 
taken the stories of the war'loads so 
literally that the authorities respons- 
ible for the metal supply have had to 
issue an official statement on the mat- 
ter, It says: 

“It is a mistake to imagine that 
our large captures of raw materials 
during our offensive in the west could 
in any way interfere with the mobil- 
ization of those metals which can be 
spared. The reports about this great 
booty could not be based upon accu- 
rate assessment, but resulted from a 
high estimate. The metal which ts| 
to be confiscated does not go mer Ay. | 
lo the army, but has to satisfy the 
whole needs of the war. The navy, 
the railways, the post and our war 
industries in the widest sense have to 
ve provided for.”

aa the one on hand He testified to 
having made an investigation or Mr 
Kelly's premises on May 26th, when 
he found a align or billboard with 
accused's name and advertising mat- 
ter on it, 

G. M. Wemp, the next witness eall- 
ed, said he went to the accused for 
treatment about October Iaat year 
On being ask™! if Kelly explained to 
him whet he was doing when he gave 
him adjustments of the vertabrae, ho 
replied: “I do rot know what he is 
doing, but IT know I am getting bet- 
ter.”’

Claes One under the Military Service Act, 1917, as defined for the time being 
or that, although within the said Class, he is cxempted from or not liable to 
military service; shall have with him upon his person at all times or in or 
upon any building or premises where he at any time is, 


AGE 


If it be claimed that he is not within the class by reason of age, an official 
certificate of the date of his birth, or a certificate of his age signed by two 
reputable citizens residing in the community in which he lives and having 
knowledge of the fact; or 


MARRIAGE 


If it be claimed that he is not within the Class by resson of marriages, 0 
certificate, either official or signed by two reputable citizens residing in the 
community in which he lives and having knowledge of the facts, owrtitying to 
his marriage and that his wife is living; or 


NATIONALITY 


If it be claimed that he is not within the Class by reason of his nationality, 
a certificate of his nationality signed by a Consul or Vice-Conmul of the foreign 
State or Country to which he claims his allegiance is due; or a passport issued
